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THE COIL MINE HORROR. 


CORONER’S INQU3ET AT PLYMOUTH, PA. 


Investigation Into the Cause of 
the Calamity. 


Evidence Given Pointing to 
Incendiarism. 


lEU EP FOR THE FAMILIES OP THE VICTIMS, 


I l i b e r a l

SCRANTON, P*., S6DI. 11, 1869. 
In my deipatchea IrhI night I gave yon a story 
about the flrlng of Avondale mine In the simple garb 
1 lound It snggesied. I thongnt it so incredibly atro­ 
cious and horrible that I could no more than fur­ 
nish It as an Item, entering Into the exciting gossip 
and speculation engendered by the late disaster, and 
at the same time throw a doubt upon Its truth. To­ 
night I furnish you with the evidence recorded at tlio 
iLquLsi held In this tow n to-day. and let 
It 
speak 
for 
Usclf. 
If, 
as 
you will 
perceive, the balance of testimony Is against the 
•upposlilon that the shaft of the mine was set on 
tre by the furnace In the miue, then there is hardly 
any other coucluslou to accept than that tho mine 
was deliberately dred. The most InteUlgcut and ex­ 
perienced inluer among those exam ined, Mr. Mor­ 
gan, states It as his belief that the Are did not coin- 
m ence at the bottom, but at a point near tho tunnel. 
If this could 1)0 proved beyond peradvonluro an 
awful load of guilt rests upon the shoulders of some­ 
body; for If flred at tho tunnel It was no accident, 
but deep, uniathom able flendlshuess. 
The inquest was held at eleven o’clock In Shupp’s 
Hall, Plymouth, Mr. E. Ü. W adhanisana Squire Kno, 
Justices Of the peace, acting as coroners. The fol- 
lowing Jury was sworn, the sam e that viewed the 
bodies on being taken from the mine:—W. J, H ar­ 
vey, foreman; Samuel Van Leon, Martin McUonald. 
Jam es Ueorgc, Charles Uutchlnson and Thomas 
Patton. 
Mr. n. W. Evans, from a committee of tho Miners’ 
Union, acted as a sort of counsel for the miner», Mr. 
U. .1. Phillips as counsel for the companies. 
Tho attendance numbered over two hundred, and 
much interest was exhibited In the evidence of the 
witnesses who came up tow ards the close of the In- 
Tcstigutlon. 
The representatives of the mine owners studl- 
ously avoided giving the least offence, by interroga­ 
tory or otherwise, to the audience of miners. The 
•xainlnatlon was 
conducted 
with decotum. 
though a little too much latitude was given 
to some m iners in putting questions of a 
very irrelevant and frivolous character. 
Dr. C. Oudson. of Plymouth, being sworn, testi­ 
fied that the cause of the death of the men was from 
Inhalation of carbonic acid gas, producing asphyx­ 
iation. 
Coroner to the Jury—Is there any qnestlon to askt 
Mo response being given the next witness was 
called. Who gave bis name as Christopher Savage, 
footman in the Avondale mines. Being sworn he 
teailfled as follow s:-! was footman in the 
Avondale m ine and worked there nnui last 
Saturday; 
the ifum ace was first started on 
Thursday, September 2; Monday m orning last 
no woodwork between the furnace and the shaft; 
there m ight have been a door there; been down in 
the mine only about half a dozen times; the furnace 
1 suppose to have been lit about half-past six; the 
ire burst out between nine anoten; I never heard 
the inside foreman, Mr. Hughes, speak of connecting 
the imioD with the Avondale, but I recollect hearing 
him su te that bo wanted the old tunnel driven in, so 
as to enable the mules and men to walk into the 
mine; Hughes was over a year connected with the 
mine; be was anxious to have the tunnel com­ 
pleted, but I am not aw are that any effort was 
mado during the susp<.‘nsion of work to push the 
tunnel through. The witness was asked various 
questions as to his opinion on the advantages and 
•ecurity of having a second shaft to every mine, out 
declared hU inability to speak profesalouaily on the 
•object. 
A gentlem an Inqnired of the witness If he knew 
of a man coming out of the mine beiore the fire t 
W itness—Yea, sir; his name was Anson Dunn, 
And be cams up fifteen or twenty m inutes before 
the fire. 
John Roberts, blacksmith, testified that twentv 
m inutes before the fire he saw Palmer Steele go 
dow n with a load of hay. 
Dr. Wilson recalled-Sald to the best of hla Jndg- 
m ent the men lived but a few minutes after the dis­ 
aster. 
Charles Wilson testified—I was acting as ticket 
boss In the Avondale mine the day of the accident; 
J rang the bell for Palmer Steele to go down with 
bis load of hay, and about half an hour afterw ards 
the lire 
broke 
out; 
I noticed about 
an

previous 
to 
this 
tim e 
there 
was 
m ore smoke than usual comlug up the sliart, but 
It was lit by wood and the man who attended to it 
was a new man, who commenced work with the re­ 
sumption |of operations; id talking with tho men 1 
have heard them say m at tho mine was liable to 
take fire, but tnerc was uo apprehension shown that 
any great danger attended working it; Monday 
nicrning I saw Palmer Steele, ihe stable boss, take 
down a load of hay to feed the mules, 
about a quarter of an hour or twenty m inutes beiore 
the fire broke out; I am unable to tell the name of 
the man who lit the fire In the furnace on Monday 
m orning; the lower part of the shaft was tolerably 
w et where the flro originated; 1 can't say I w as ab­ 
sent at a funeral the day 
It 
happened; 
Mr. Hughes, the Inside ooss, took precautions 
Against tho fire igniting tho brattice by substltuilng 
brick and llmo for lumber; Mr. Hughes, in my opin­ 
ion, had sole control of tho inside operations; there 
WS» quite a draught In tho flue leading from the 
ire toward tho shaft; have seen sparks flying 
tow ard the shaft, but could not tell how far they 
went. 
Conrad Lee, of Plymouth, outside boss of Avon­ 
dale mine, U stlfled:-Lym an Mimmlck was standing 
a tib e head of the shaft the day of the accident; I 
was attending to my duties In the engine room; 
MImmick hau come on new that day to attend to 
the work of regulating the passage of cars up and 
down through the shaft; I directed J. M. Wilcox, 
ticket boss, and Philip Alllhaugh to look after him, 
as be was strange to tho business; I am outside fore 
m an; was absent when the Ore was flrst diicoverd; 
1 have DO direct Idea as to the origin of tho fire; 
there was no flro about the top of the shaft; I never 
noticed a man take hay down wlih a lamp in his 
bat; I never gave orders agslnit the practice, 
but It m ight have been done; the draught 
from the furnac* 
I 
considered very good; 
to the best of my knowledge 
there 
was 
1 thought nothing or It, as there was a new fireman 
At the furnace; the smoke sm arted my eyes pretty 
bauiy; I was among the flrst to discover the fire, but 
we bad no facilities at band to «xtlnguish it, and a 
f«w bucksu of water would bave been of no use 
W hatever. 
Here a recess for dinner was taken until two 
o’clock. 
OB reassembling, Anson Dnnn, of llsnover, was 
•worn and teitifled:-1 went down In the shaft at 
Dina o’cl#ck, Monday morning, looking for work 
and stayed three-quartera of an hour; while down 
•poke with eeyeral of the minera, some of whohi said 
thattbsy had beard a good deal about the mine being 
daogerona, but declared it the most comfortable 
tbey «ver worked; everything I saw when passing 
the furnsoe wan all right; there was a live blaze of 
coal. And nothing about it appeared different from 
When I wsnc down; when I oame op to the top of 
the shaft I saw Palmer HUele waiting to go down 
with A load of hay; about twenty minutes after. 
When I was on my way home, I observed firs burst- 
log out tbroucb the top of the breaker; ih« U j 


Which Palm er Steele bad w as bound in s bnndls; 
noticed no smoke nor anytbuuf out of the way. 
Thomas Roney, of Plymoalh, teatlfled:-! know 
where tb« fumac* In t u mine la located—about 
ninety feet from tne bottom of the shaft; 1 have 
assisted bnlidlng fires there; never heard any Ibars 
expreseed about the fom ace; knew of a brattice 
being once on fire In the vicinity of the fam aoe; It 
was made of wood, bat brick was afUrw arde eob- 
sututed; know of no means provided ny the com­ 
pany for extinguishing fires. 
Mr. Phillips—Did you over say that as yon were 
not employed lately to work in the mine you would 
not allow any other damned B— Ir to work there? 
W ltnees-No, sir. 
Mr. PhiiJ'pe-lf I bring a man face to face with 
you who will prove you said so what answer would 
you give him r 
W itness-The same. 
Roney proceeded:—I was not at the Avondale mine 
from Thnrsday until Monday after the fire broke ont; 
never heard any one say toe mine was actually un­ 
safe, but that It was liable to accident and that If 
such should occur In the shape of fire la the abaft 
none of the men would escaoe. I think If there was 
a second shaft tho men ol tho Avondale mine m ight 
have got one. 
Edward Flynn, miner, of .Stenbcn, testified that he 
thought the accident would come one day or ano­ 
ther, and that It was uusafe for any m an to work In 
the Avondale mine, though ho worked there himself 
for a few days beiore the accident 
The witiicis was asked several questions as to the 
foaslbllty of cutting a pas.sageway Into tne Union 
mine, his answer being that It could bo easily doue 
and would only take a week. 
Isaac Thomas, Plymouth, m iner, testified:-1 
always believed if the cracker (the wooden building 
over the shaft) caught fire there was no hope for the 
m :n below; if the men now dead had had auother 
shaft I believe they would have escaped, because I 
was among the flrst to go down the day 
after 
the ac.ident, 
aud I 
could 
see 
by 
the 
S1/.C 
of the 
brattice 
tho 
men 
built 
to protect themselves they must have spent some 
time at it; 1 don’t believe the shaft ever took lire 
from the furnace, for the engineer and tho men at 
tne pumps were accustomed to go round be­ 
tween tne flue and the air shalt, and If there 
was great heat there, or sparks flying, they 
could not do so; thero Is a portion of brat­ 
tice In tho shaft not far from the bottom 
that Is not burned at all, being mere:y scorched. 
The bottom of the brattice is burned, but that would 
have been done by the lighted tim bers falling from 
above; am unable to say what tbe cause of the fire 
m ight have been, but 1 don’t believe the current of 
air from tho inrnace could carry through the flue 
sparks to set the brattice on fire. 
Thomas C. Davis, miner, testified-1 worked in 
the Avondale mine ten months; the furnace la l&o 
feet from the shaft; I have spoken with Mr. Evan 
Hughes, the inside boss, on the subject of providing 
m other means of egress from the mine, and at the 
time of the suspension of work last May he was 
engaged driving a hole, which, when completed, 
would furnish tho neoded w ant; the work was never 
resumed since; 1 don’t think the fire ever caught 
from the furnace, for I have seen men working In the 
flue and tho furnace lighting; my Impression Is that 
the lire began about tho tunnel; some composition 
was thrown upon tbe wood work and set fire to 
about tho tunnel; the greatest marks of fire are found 
there; tbe boards at the bottom of the sbalt wero too 
wet to catch fire; the mine had been closed up some 
time and the shaft was consequently damp. 
William Thomas, of Plymouth miner, tesilfled— 
I worked four m ouths In the Avondaie mine, 
and I think If there was another shaft the men m ight 
have escaped, becanse there was qnite a number of 
men made their way a long distance back In the 
mino and built brattices, evidently after the fire 
took place; I consider It too bad that men should 
have to go down in mines wltb only a single open­ 
ing; 1 remember finding In the east gangway a man 
who worked in tho weet; 1 believe he had left on 
account of the fire in search of a place of safety. 
Alexander Weir, of AvouUate, late engineer of tho 
mine, testified-1 told tho inside boss thero was 
danger of fire and flame because of the heat com- 
ing through the flue; I had boistod 
a car up and 
dumped It when I noUced to the foreman 
that 
there was a good deal of smoke Ascending In 
one corner of the shaft; 
a m inute or two 
After, in draw ing up the cage, a burst of flame, like 
an explosion of powiler, shot up in one com er of 
thesbuft; It came from the Inside of tbe shaft; I 
have frequently spoken to the inside boss of the 
danger from the furnace in tho mine and also to 
other persons; my father constructed the furnace, 
but I don't remember that we ever had conversation 
about It. 
George Morgan, miner, of NanUcoke, tesilfled be 
had been employed In tho mines since he was ten 
years old; the upper part of tho brattice m the 
Avondale mine was completely burned out from 
sevcnty-ilvc feet from the top to within twenty feet 
of the bottom; U w u ^olerably sound; my belief U 
that tLe iore did not oi^lnate ai the' bottom,

of miners be appointed I will show that the npper

outlet to mlues. 
II. W. E vans-T hat is Just w hat the miners in­ 
tended to condemn. They knew that to work a 
mliio with one outlet was dangerous, ana had 
known It all theso years, but they m ust work in 
them or starve, and they intended on this occasion 
to show the perils they are exposed to, (Applause.) 
Thomas L. Thomas, miner, testlfled—I have 
worked ihlrty-flve years as a m iner; worked two 
months In Avondale; have spoken with Mr. Evan 
Hughes upon the clanger of having but one opening 
to the mine; we also had a talk about tho fur- 
narc, and ho asked my opinion of It; told 
him 1 tboiight the ventilation very good; always 
considered M». Hughes a very careful m an; wo also 
talked about opening a connection between Avon­ 
dale and I nlon m lues-soracthlng very ea.sy to ac­ 
complish, OS only nftv or sixty feet had to be tnn- 
nelled, and If this had been done it would only have 
taken a week, all the men now dead might have 
been saved. 
The Inquest was here adjourned until nine o’clock 
Tuesday morning.

The Freuch papers report the execution of seven 
Atuericau sal.ors on board the frigate Sabiue, off 
Cherbourg, tot an attem pt to blow up that vessel.

Tlie ctiase Knd hunt mre over, »nd Prlnc* A rthni 
tiM iV«aindd Qis tour througti the N eir Dominion. 
He may have enjoyed the brief period which he oc­ 
cupied in aeaich of i^ame, on account of the tem po­ 
rary relief whicb It aiTorded him from the dally gase 
and lionizing of admiring m ultitudes; but w a purely 
huntiDg excuralon hie trip w at a failure. For four 
days be wbUed away the time In the wUd woods of 
Nova Scotia In vam eearoh for a mooee, but tbit 
noble betat of tbe forest bad, probhbly through ani­ 
m al insUnct, been advleeo of the contemplated 
royal war upon his speciet, and toting upon the 
double eafeguard of pretence of mind and tbtenoe 
of body the wbole moose tribe Intrenched and con­ 
cealed Itself beyond tbe range of princely gunt. 
The most experienced Indian huntert andguldee 
did tbetr best to scare up from tbe chlcketa t tingle 
animal, but aU tiielr effortt and bkUI were In vtin, 
and the oalv game w or hy of a sportsm an which re­ 
warded young Artnur’s hunt were a few partridges, 
plover and other smaller fowls. Tbe time, however, 
was snent pleasantly by the whoie party, and what 
was lost m game was fully stoned for In the leisurely 
Jaunt through the wild forest. 
There wa-s, of course, an absence of those hard­ 
ships peculiar to the hunter’s life, for none of the 
royal party were dependant upon th e resources of 
the country for the necessary food and drink to pre­ 
serve iTuman life, nor did they And It necessary to 
rest their weary limbs at nightfall wtih only the 
canopy of heaven for a shelter. Their experience 
was so far dufercnt from this that It Is safe to let 
the fact pass into history that all the choice luxuries 
of the season, la toe shape of eatables and drink­ 
ables. were among the chief feitures to be remem­ 
bered of tbe trip, and each day’s Journey, singu­ 
larly 
enough, 
happened 
to be 
so 
arranged 
that with the approach of night a comfortable and 
hospitable shelter for the sovereign youth had been 
reached. I will repeat, tnercfure, th at os a hunt the 
whole ait^air was a failure; but as a pleasant, quirt 
and romantic recreation it was every thiog ttiatcould 
be desired, and Prmce Arthur has so expressed uim- 
eeif. 
Rut this aecluston. lo pleasing to hts Royal High­ 
ness, IS at au end. lie baa renewed his journey 
through the provinces, and during the ensuing ten 
daj« or fortnight wdl be subjected to edl those 
inconveniences characteristic of a tour of one 
renowned, respected a n l honored. 
But,

all. tlio satlBfaeUon which ho must invariably enjoy 
St the cordial manner in which he U everywhere re- 
coived must more than offset the personal inconve­ 
nience occasioned by the constant acknowledgments 
which courtesy, if not hl.s own feelings, reqaLes him 
to render. 
From the very moment he emerged from 
m e Nova Scotian wilderness yesterday morning up 
tJh U arrival In this citv at noon to-day there has 
b-Hin one constant ovation,

For instam e, when he arrived at Fheijtac, a hun­ 
dred miles or more from here, yesterday morning,

The first ag- 
ncultnrol socieUes organized that we know any- 
Uitiig about were in tho north of lu iy , in tho early 
p art of the proeeni century, and it was In 1723 that 
the “Society of Improvers m tbe Knowledge of Ag- 
rloolture In Scotland,” had Its orlgin and proved 
the forernnner of tbe faraoua “ Highland Society." 
which la Btlll In active operation. It set the example 
which bos been followed bv agricultural hocletlee 
tbe world over m discoaalODS and the aw arding of 
premlumo. The New England Fair is held in con­ 
nection with the Maine State Fair, tno officers of the 
latter 
having 
planned 
and 
perfected all the 
arrangem ents and oonventences which the former 
Is now enjoying. 
Tno first agrtculturai society in 
Maine was establlahed In Kennebec connty In 17R7. 
It waa never Incorporateck however. Tbe first mcor- 
porsted aoclctv In tbe province of Maine was tho 
W inthrop Agricultural Society, incorporated by the 
Hosaachuaetts Legislature In 1819. 
The sociefy 
held lU flrat cattle show in 183». and In 1833 it was 
called and became the Kennebec County Apncnl- 
tucol Society. 
Tho New England Society was or­ 
ganized In 18«4 and held Ita first cililbitlon that fall 
at Springfleld, Maas.; and then succcshivcI.v at Con­ 
cord, N. iL; Burlington, Vt.; Providence, I!. I-, and 
last year at Now Haven. 
The exhibition nnd fair 
this year derives peculiar Intorest from ihe fact that 
oiir nelghiMirs acruaa tho Canadian lino have con- 
iributeil a large am onnt of valuable stock, and also 
bec inse the Governor General of the New Dominion 
ha.s honored the fair with hla prescnco. 
Tlu pre.sl- 
dentof the » w England .Nocloty » George B. Lo- 
ring, and of the ¡«aiue Koclety, Heth .‘4<‘am m un. The 
former society, with other oificera, has nlue trustees 
from each Ne v England state.

Till' extension of the right of eullrage has 
come to be regarded, not only in the New 
World but in the Old, an the remedy for must 
of the disorders to which bodies politic are 
subject. 
In England, after a long and thorough 
agitation of the question, we have recently 
seen the old rotten borough system exploded 
and a comparatively fair and liberal, though 
still only partial, basi» of franchise adopted. 
In our own country we have been bestowing 
on the blacks of the Southern States—with 
doubtful political advantage to the party con­ 
ferring it—the right to vote at all elections for 
public oClces, and we are proposing, by the 
flfteeatb amendment to the constitution, to 
extend that right to the same class of people 
in every State in the Union. 
By and by the 
same question will enter into our politics 
apropot of tbe native» of China domiciled with 
us, and wbo»e nombers within tbe ne.xt ten 
years will have increased by millions. 
And 
even some female philosophers—few in num­ 
ber, but determined in purpose—are demand­ 
ing the suffrage for women as a remedy for 
many of the social wrongs and evils to which 
they are subjected. 
W'ell, if it were any remedy, if it were not 
one of the popular delusions of the day, all 
these schemes for making American citiíen» 
out of every man, woman and child In the 
United States, whether belonging 
to the 
Caucasian, the MoogoUan or the negro race, 
might command the sympathy and support of 
all fair-minded, thinking men. 
But when our 
system of primary ward meetings, democratic 
clubs, loyal leagues, fictitious registration, 
repeating, ballot bo.x stuffing and all the gross 
fntuds which politicians of all parties indulge 
in with impunity is taken into consideration, 
it appears of mighty little importance Indeed 
who has or who has not the right to vote. 
But it is not only by such means h s those 
wo have Indicated that the will of the people 
¡U regard to its choice of candidates Is neiitral- 
izcil, defeated and made of no account. 
After 
all these obstacles to a fair or comparatively 
fair mauifestnlion of the will of a commimity 
are overcome it does not follow then, by any 
means, that the man who happens thus to be 
elected will ever be permitted to hold the 
place to which he is chosen. 
If, for instance, 
that place be a seat in Congress, and if It be 
coutested, no matter almost under what frivol­ 
ous pretences, by a person whose politics are 
those of the dominant party in Congress, the 
chances are as ten to one that the claimant 
whose politics are preferred will get tbe seat, 
and that the candidate whom the constituents 
preferred will be turned out of doors. 
Tbe 
history of the House of Representatives for 
tbe last six years is full of instances of this 
kind, where the expressed will of constitu­ 
encies, not only in Southern but In Northern 
States also, has been ruthlessly set aside. 
And now it has come to be an understood 
thing that the decision of contested election 
cases in the lower branch of Congress depends 
not upon the merits of tlie question in the most 
remote degree, but on the political faith of the 
rvspoctlve parties to it. 
With this double attack from high and from 
low places thus mado upon the purity of elec­ 
tions, of what poBslblo value to any one is that 
inalienable right of freemen which orators and 
poets have prated and sung so rapturously and 
foolishly about? 
Or how much more or less 
guilty is the l»allot Imx stuffer or the repeater 
of the Sixth ward than the member of Con­ 
gress who, for the sake of party, stul»* to 
death the very life principia of tba govern­ 
ment? 
If onr democratic Insrttutions full into con­ 
tempt through such means, or if the right of elec­ 
tion become, as it is fast becoming, a mere 
shadow and delusion, the blame will fall no less 
heavily on the members of the aational levla- 


lature than on the roughs and rowdies and pot­ 
house politician» who manage things pretty 
much as (hey are paid for doing. 
And there 
is very little ose In making efforts to reform 
and purify elections in the States when their 
resulU are liable to be reversed by whatever 
political party happens to be in the ascendancy 
in the State or national Legislatnres. 
When the certificate of election, issued by 
the legally constituted executive officer. Is re­ 
spected and regarded as final and conclusive 
by the body to which a man is chosen by his 
constituents, there will be a first measure of 
electoral reform. 
Until that measure be car­ 
ried out all minor efforts to prevent election 
frauds are utterly useless. 
It is no more satis­ 
faction to a community to have itself cheated 
out of its political rights by an assembly of 
gentlemen than by a crowd of ragamuflBns and 
rowdies. As things are now, where commu­ 
nities are subjected to this twofold system of 
fraud, elections are the merest farce that sen­ 
sible men can play a t; and it ia not of ihe 
slightest possible interest or importance whe­ 
ther the franchise be or be not extended to 
all who may care for having it. This is a rather 
unpleasant picturo to draw of the difference 
between the theoretical and the practical value 
of that which, in other days, was the dearest 
right of men. 
This is what professional poli­ 
ticians have brought us to. 
The most hateftil 
form of oligarchy is that exercised by power­ 
ful but irresponsible political cliques and groups. 
And whether the votes of the people are 
controlled, manipulated or annulled through 
the influence of democratic clubs, loyal leagues 
or partisan legislative bodies, the evil is the 
same. 
Until a remedy is found and applied, 
let the strong-minded women possess thoir 
souls in patience. 
They are only striving after 
ihe impracticable.

Its operation or more demoralizing than that 
imposing the income tax was ever passed by 
Congress. 
It bears unequally upon tbe States, 
cities, and different communities; taxes one 
class least able to pay and leaves the way 
open for escape to a great many well able to 
pay, and directly or indirectly leads to perjury 
and all sorts of dishonest tricks to evade the 
burden. 
To give an Idea of its operation the 
following table, based upon the official returns 
from the income tax for 1868, is published.

It is seen by this table that the trading 
centres and the specie producing States bear a 
tax onto! all proportion to and very much 
greater than the agricultural sections of the 
country. 
The State of New York is 93 07 per 
head of the population, while In this city it 
would roach many times over that percentage; 
in Massachusetts it Is $4 12 per head, in Cali­ 
fornia, 93 81, and la Nevada, 9 H 77. 
The 
tax per head In the agricultural States and 
sections is Insignificant compared with the 
above. 
For example, in Indiana it is only 
forty-three cents; in Ohio, ninety-two cents; 
WIsconsiu, forty-eight cents; Iowa, forty-one 
cents, and so on throughout. 
Yet there Is no 
class of the community better off or more in­ 
dependent than the planters, farmers and 
agriculturists generally. 
The taith is they 
have many ways of evading the tax, while 
clerks and all others with a fixed salary, as 
well as professional and small business men, 
have to pay to the last cent. 
The tax bears 
very heavy on these classes, and mokes an in­ 
vidious and oppressive distinction against 
them and In favor of the agriculturists and 
capitalists. 
In any reform of our revenue sys­ 
tem this income tax should be one of the first 
to be abolished, and we hope Congress will 
turn its attention to tbe matter during its next 
session. 


The IWiMiaslppl Valley Convention. 
The convention of delegates from all parts 
of the South and West, recently in session at 
Keokuk, Iowa, had a good many important 
questions before it, but it does not seem, after 
all, to have touched the vital points of Interest 
to the future of the Miseissippl Valley in a 
tangible shape. 
The thoughts ot the dele­ 
gates were directed more to the eleemosynary 
aid of Congress than to the self-reliance of the 
great West. 
There Is vitality enough in that 
magnificent and productive region to take care 
of its own interests. 
The convention asks 
Congress to do many things which the people 
of the valley might do for themselves; for ex­ 
ample, the bolding of a World’s Fair there in 
1871. 
Of what but a mere temporary advan­ 
tage would this be? 
Then they demand a 
full share of diplomatic appointments, which 
is but a sop to the politicians, and can exor­ 
cise no possible influence for good to the ma­ 
terial interests of that section. 
They also 
want the national capital removed from Wash­ 
ington to St. Louis. 
’They ought to pause 
before they urge this demand, for we cannot 
touch pitch without being defiled, and the 
farther tbe capital is located from the fruitful 
Valley of the Mississippi the better for the 
morals and the eternal salvation of its inhabi­ 
tants. 
The convention ought to have known 
this, but it is evident that a greed fur tbe flosh- 
pots overcame its judgment in this matter. 
With regard to the repairs of the levees on 
the river Congress may probably be expected 
to afford some aid, because much of the exist­ 
ing destruction was created by the w ar; but 
after all it must be remembered that a broken 
levee iK a chronic disease on the Mississippi. 
Long before the war disastrous incursions of 
the river on the plantations from St. Louis to 
Baton Ronge, and even for miles below the 
city of New Orleans, have carried desolation 
over thousands of acres. 
There never was a 
proper system of dikage adopted at any of the 
weak points along the river fronts, which 
might have been used if the owners of planta­ 
tions or the State Legislatures comprehended 
the economy of a moderate e.xpenditiire for 
the protection of the lands. 
Hero in the North 
we have not only shut off the ravages of the 
tide upon our marsh lands, but have converted 
thousands of acres from worthless and poison­ 
ous swamps in Now Jersey, at the very doors 
of the metropolis, into profitable pastures and 
vegetable gardens by a good and coirpara- 
tively 
inexpensive system of 
diking and 
drainage. 
The Mississippi Valley Commercial Conven­ 
tion, taking it all in all, although wise In its 
conception, was not much ol a success, 'be­ 
cause it confined its deliberations too much to 
abstractions and avoided the consideration of 
important questions in a purely 
practical 
sense. 


Tub Minb IIokkok.—By the latest story 
from the Avondale coal mine it is represented 
that the miners are always in a state of con­ 
spiracy against society, bolding themselves in 
readiness to combine that consumers may not 
get coal too cheaply. 
But the Welsh miners 
are an exception, and these mainly were em­ 
ployed in the Avondale mine ; and because of 
their indisposition to join in the general con­ 
spiracy it is darkly hinted that they were made 
the victims of the revenge ot the other miners. 
In the full knowledge and understanding of 
the horrors of this event It seems quite In­ 
credible that men could deliberately prepare 
it. 
Although it is true that when men .ire 
thinking of revenge they do not regard results 
from a hi mane or philanthropic point of view, 
yet we are not willing to believe that there is 
any foundation wbalcver for this story, or 
that it cat. bo other than an atrocious calumny 
on the miners.

They will enjojbs right generous and gallant 
reception. 
It will be again men of tbs sams 
blood, men of keen eye and steady hand, in 
friendly rivalry. 
The result will be plain and 
unequivocal, for few persons will like to “ foul” 
in the path of a rifle ball when sighted straight 
in a “bead” to the mark.

in boating «relea. Whether th u impetus will have 
a laaUng effect, however, remains to be seen.

the velocipede some time ago rolled lueif Into noto­ 
riety aa one of the fashionable hobbies of the day, 
everybody went straight to work to learn how to 
ride toe bicycle; but when me thing cesMd to be a 
“acnaation” tt w u given tbe cool goby by ths very 
ones who were at flrst foremost in advocating 
Its use not only as a Inxnry but u a utm ty for all 
purposet for which a horse U made to go slow or 
lu t. It may te that the row ing fever will die out 
In like manner, but from present luuications it 
would seem that Instead of fsUtng off suddenly It 
will setue down u a chronic disease which lu vlc- 
Hffls wUl not te nt aU anxlooa to shake off, and tor 
the simple re u o n that since an energetic young man, 
who h u a liking for “a good pulL a strung pull and 
a puU altogether,” Joins a good club and gets a UtUe 
Into pracUce, tbe enjoyment and health to be found 
in the exercls# prove too attractive to te aban­ 
doned. 
New York. In the m atter of boating clubs ns In 
everything else, takes tbe lead of any other city m 
the Union, not so much because she U the m etro­ 
polis, and lias tetter m stenal to make good oars­ 
men than any other place, bat becanse her position 
is such, surrounded by water, that clubs In the 
vicinity cannot fall te prosper. There are not, how­ 
ever, u many cliibs In the city u there should te, 
or rather to speak more to the point, the elute that 
are In existence, as a whole, have not so many ac­ 
tive members u they should have. To te sure one 
or two of them have a great many members re­ 
corded on their books either as active or honorary, 
but la the m ajority of Instances it would seem tbat 
many young men Join tbe elute merely for the Ion 
of tbe thing, so u to te able to go to the boat house 
and join m any festivities th at may take place, or 
for the sake of telng known u a m em ber of sucn 
and such a club. It needs no very g reat argtiinent 
to prove that this kind of membershlo does not re­ 
dound to the credit of any club which encourages or 
approves of It; aud If the term active member pre­ 
fixed to a genUcmah’s name were mede to mean that 
the Individual Joined a « u b to perfect himself In th c 
art of rowing, the club which received him would 
not suffer from the circumstance. Indeed, there is 
a great deal yet to te done by the various ciubs 
before they can aspire to anything like nerfecttou, 
not only u oarsmen, but u club men In Its literal 
sense.

The St. Joseph (Mo.) HeraM, referring to Mrs. 
Stowe’s recent article, relates me following expe- 
Dence with one ot the Byron family;— 
While at Bamum's Hotel, in St. Louis, In the fall 
of me year 1861, wc were attracted by the name of 
Major George Gordon De Luna Kyron entered upon 
me register. 
After some Inquiry the Major was 
pointed out to ua, dresacd m the uniform oi a federal 
officer. He was a man advanced in years, but erect 
and vigorous, with close curilng auburn hair tinged 
With gra.v, prominent nuse. clear gray eyes aud a 
general resemblance to Lord Byron, sufficient to ar­ 
rest me attention of any one lamiliar with me por­ 
trait of the poet. 
On investigation we learned that he waa one of 
the many foreign officers who Joined Fremont on 
hiB taking coininand ol the Western Department.
